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CUP, RACING IN KENTUCKY 

LONG DISTANCE EVENTS GIVEN PROMINENCE 
AT LOUISVILLE AND LATONLA TRACKS. 

Three Valuable Stakes for Stayers Provided by As- 
sociations as Attractive Features of Fall 
Racing in Blue Grass State. 



Cheerful assurance that the high standard ef 
Kentucky racing is to be rigidly maintained is 
held out by the announcement of the conditions 
• >i many valuable stake races to be contested dtir- 
ing tlie approaching fall campaign over the tracks 
at Lexington, Douglas Park. Churchill Downs and 
I .at op ia. An outstanding feature is the fact that 
the richest events offered ate those fostering a 
return to old fashioned long distance racing. Chief 
in this way is the already famous Kentucky En- 
durance Stakes at four miles over the Churchill 
Downs course, but quite interesting and attractive 
hi promise arc also Douglas Park’s Louisville Cup 
at two miles, and I.atonia's 1. amnia Cup at two 
miles and a quarter. Both of these races are 
handicaps and to each the added money is $2,060. 
There is good precedent for making them handicaps 
in i lie fact that the most valuable cup race of 
tin- world, Australia's renowned Meliiourne Cup, 
to which $40,000 is added this year, is a handicap 
at two miles. Conventionally two and a quarter 
miles has long been considered the correct cup 
distance, but it is worth noting that in England, 
where the cups are generally weight for age 
races, the most widely known of them all. Ascot's 
Gold Cup is run over a distance of two and one- 
hall' miles, while the Goodwood Cup is over a 
course of about two miles and live-eighths. Con- 
sidered together the three races named constitute 
a return to a style of racing highly popular with 
the people who furnish the sinews of the turf, 
by paying for admission to the tracks.

Autumn Selling Stakes, Three-Year-Olds and Over; 
$1,500 added. One mile. 

Fort Thomas Handicap. Two-Year-Olds; $2,000 
added. Three-quarters mile. 

These events, coupled with the fact that at the 
three tracks no purse is to be of less than $000. will 
provide a tempting aggregate of money to be divided 
among owners taking part in the forty-eight days 
of racing that will constitute the Kentucky fall 
campaign. Lexington will lead off Septemlier 11 
with nine days of racing. Douglas Park follows 
with eleven days beginning Septemlier 23. Churchill 
Downs has ten days, opening October 8. Then La- 
tonia winds up the Kentucky season with eighteen 
days, beginning October 20 and terminating No- 
vember 8. 

The conditions of the Douglas Park and Latonia 
Stakes are published elsewhere in this issue of 
Daily Racing Form and are commended to the 
mnsidera tiou and patronage of owners and trainers.

OPENING OF SECOND MEETING OF HAMILTON 
JOCKEY CLUB TAKES PLACE TODAY.

Hamilton, Ont.. July 25. — The Hamilton Jockey 
Club offers a rarely good program for the opening 
day of its second and final meeting for the season 
of 1913. The card is made up of seven races, the 
features of xx'hic-h are the Prince Edward Selling 
Stakes, the Royal Canadian Handicap, the July 
Selling Steeplechase and a race over the turf 
course. There is also a sprinting race at six fur- 
longs for which some of tin- fastest horses racing on 
the circuit are entered. 

Conditions promise to be perfect for the sport. 
The dockers pronounce the traek faster than ever 
and it would not he surprising to find several new 
track records established during the coming meeting. 
A. L. Aste's Ten Point, which showed sensational 
form during the Havre de Grace meeting last spring, 
is one of the eight named to start in the sprint 
race. Ten Point has been freshened and is said to 
be in splendid condition. Calgary. Leochares and 
Pan Zareia are some of those that Ten Point will 
meet and an interesting contest should result. 

Jenny Geddes is among those card*! as a starter 
in the Prince Edward .Selling Stakes, one mile 
and a quarter, which distance suits her better 
than the last race in which she ran. Well balanced 
fields are named for all of the races and keen con- 
tests should result. 

Reports from Fort Erie are that Amos Turney's 
Horrou is progressing well, but it is doubtful' if 
an attempt will lie made to train the colt again 

this year. Turney has sent two of his horses. 

Pop Gun and Burning Daylight, to race here. The 
pair are in charge of Harry Rites. 

Contrary to reports sent out from Hamilton that 
Rudolfo had been shipped tp Saratoga, the horse 
is still here. The Ennuons racers are now in 

charge of trainer Jackson and in his gallops Rudolfo 
is showing a little soreness.

,'oekey club debate, and invited him to send us 
an.' comments thereon which he thought it de- 
sirable to make. He lias favored us with the 
following interesting communication: 

" 'Dear Sirs: — 1 thank you for your letter en- 
closing report of the debate on the subject of 
Registration. 1 have read this report with much 
interest, and think lliat Lord Villiers has l»o!li 
justly and ably laid before the Jockey Club his 
•ihjeetions to admitting to the Stud Book any 
more horses of uncertain lineage. It is to the 
lies* interests of all lo keep the blood as pure as 
possible ai the fountain head, for breeding studs 
the world over look to England for the means of 
replenishing blood lines, and desire that the animals 
acquire for this purpose be of the purest strains. 

“'My own observation and experience have 
taught me that though a stallion of uncertain 
pedigree may command some success in the staid, 
a horse of pure blood lines will as a rule outclass 
him in the end: and. therefore, my aim of recent 
years has been to acquire for stud purposes stallions 
of pure blood only. 

" 'A separate stud tiook might prove useful, 
in which to enter animals of doubtful pedigree an.l 
thus pm on record their breeding so far as known. 
We have frequently seen real virtue in horses of 
questionable ancestry. This tea'-hes us that purity 
of breeding does not necessarily indicate a mono|»oiy 
of excellence. Sometimes tin* infusion of plcidati 
blood tends lo strengthen and round out the good 
points of the aristocrat, just as the mental and 
moral defects of effete nobility, history shows us. 
hair been eliminated -by crossing the strain with 
the middle classes. I am.
